On 3.4.1965, Shri Krishnaswamy went out to sea oil Karaikal coast 
and intercepted a catamaran suspected of carrying smuggled f° rei J>d 
goods. The smugglers then jettisoned the cargo of watches into the sea 
before the Customs party reached them. Shri Krishnaswamy thereafter 
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collected information about the exact spot of jettisoning and proceeded 
to the spot to salvage the goods from the sea. While on the way, a smug¬ 
glers’ party in a catamaran approached his boat in a threatening posture. 
Shri Krishnaswamy did not lose courage and challenged them, whereupon 
the smugglers withdrew from the scene. Thereafter, Shri Krishnaswamy 
with the help of an expert diver salvaged the contraband articles consist¬ 
ing of 2,498 foreign watches valued over Rs. 2 lakhs. Later, the smugglers 
and some members of the group were arrested, Shri Krishnaswamy 
displayed commendable courage and pluck and exemplary devotion to 
duty without any consideration for personal safety.
